THREE MEN WANTED FOR 
CASHIER’S DEATH CAUGHT 


Province Pays Expenses of 
Prosecution in Alleged

Word was received by the attorney- 
general's department this morning that 
the third man wanted in connection 
with the murder of Jack Wilson, chief 
clerk at the Canada Cement company's 
Plant at Exshaw, Alta, has been cap- 
tured by the Calgary city police. One 
of the criminals was caught directly 
after the murder, being shot In the ley 
while he was attempting to escape, The 
other two got away from their pur- 
suers, but one was caught a day or two 
later and now the third ts in custody, 

Immediately the case was reported to 
the department of the attorney-yeneral 
for the province the department in- 
formed the police that no expense was 
to be spured in the attempt to bring 
the escaped criminals to justice, and 
acting on the instructions thus given, 
a thorough search has been made of 
the wholé country. 


‘ Stole $2,314 


It will be remembered that the mur- 
der took place a week ago last Friday, 
aos Wilson and another clerk named 
Gordon were conveying to the works, 
the monthly wages of the employees 
amounting to $2,314, The clerks had 
just left the station with the money 
and were rounding a box car when 
| they Were met by three strangers, two 
of whom drew guns, While these two 
covered the clerks the third made for 
lthe bag Wilson was carrying. It is 
supposed that Wileon, who carried a 
;mun, was about to draw it, when one 
of the gang opened fire and shot him 
throngh the head. The holdup men 
escaped from the scene by crossing the 
river on a raft.

Twelve hundred dollars reward is 
offered for the capture of the three 
men concerned in the shooting of 
James B, Chivas, the Hardisty magis- 
trate, at Amisk, on Friday night last. 
Inspector Wroughton of the mounted 
police at headquarters fn this elty re- 
ceived word this morning from the 
attorney general's department of the 
province that the government of Al- 
berta will pay $600 for information 
which will lead to the capture and con- 
viction of the men. He also received 
word of a similar offer from the do- 
minion government, so that there is 
now a price of four hundred dollars on 
the head of each of the fugitives. 

Hoboes Prove Alibi.
